SWEEPER II. UNLUCKY AT NE-WMARKET. 



On the first day of the Newmarket Second Jn!y 
meeting King George's three year-obl colt Le Lac 
defeated the Two Tliousaiid Guineas winner, Sweep- 
er 11., by a head in .i graixl raet: for the Dulling 
ham Plate, at a mile and a half, Sweeiior JI. carry- 
ing 134 iKiumls to li:i on Ije Lae. while llie third 
horse. Tidal Wave, had 125 up. of this race aud 
King George’s success on the turf Uiis year. Sport- 
ing Life of the next day said: 

“We are becoming aecusUPined to cheer a Royal 
horse home at Newmarket tliis season. From the 
Craven Meeting the King's horses liave steadily im- 
proved, and not a lixture has passed ,iet withiail 
the Royal colors being successfuli.v carruHl. At llie 
tYaven Mietliig I’lntadeau ami 'I'hrace both eariusi 
brackets; at tlie First Siiring. Pintadeau ilead- 
beated witli Tidal Wave; at tlie Second S|iring 
Pintadeau was again to the fore; and at the First 
.Inly Meeting a fortniglit ago hotli Doraiido and 
L* l.ac added to tlie n-eiird. 1'«‘sterday it was 
again the turn of the latter, wlio placed the vain 
able pulliiigh.ini niite to the eredit of ids .Majesty. 

‘‘Wliiit till' lielil laiked in i|U,'iiitit.v it. made up 
In uu.ality. I.yeaon ami Greenliaek were flii' luo^t 
prominent aliseniees, i,ut Sweeper II. tmik his 
chance, though the ilistanee was stijqio.sed to la- a 
bit too far f->r hint, ami he was allowed to start 
at 5 to 1. favoritism resting with Tidal Wave, 

which was served up a very strong favorite, whili' 
the King’s colt, which was also tnistial to stay, bad 
plenty of sni>porters. 

'‘Higgs made the lH“st use of England, wbieli was 
followed by SweejM^r II.. l ister King and I.e Uie, 
while Todal M’ave was last. England led thre<‘ 

lengths Into the straight from Swec|ier II. and I.e 
Lae. Ulster King dro|)gdng l>aek; wliile eoniiiig 

down tlie liill Tidal Wave improved Ids |Kisitioii. 
.Approaeldlig Ulaiitatiou Uorner. lister King gave 
way. and Le l.ae im>k sei-oud plaee to Sweeper II., 
while Tidal Wave was at tlieir Imels in t!i<> Dip. 
G’N'eill rode a patient rae<‘ on Sweeper II., wliieli 
looked like lioldiiig the King's colt, on whom Fo.v 
was iimkiug a strong cliallenge; Imt 12u yards from 
home SwiH“-iier II. weakened, wliile the favorite, 
which had Imm-m iiullml out from the rails, was 
utilizing ids liig stride aud bearing down on the 

pair. 

“It was a most interesting rtnish and, gamel.v 
Btruggling out a eoui)iuralive stern eliase, Le Lac 
followed u|i Ids previous success liere in sterling 
style, wliile Tidal Wave only tidsseil second place 
by a neck. Swis-per II. was trying lo give twent.v- 
on«‘ pounds to the king’s colt, and so was not dis- 
(tr.'iced, aud we may put Tidal Wave as unlucky, 
■ s be was coming uii fast. 

“Swi'eper II. probably ran a better horse titan he 
has ever done and Eoy- greatly distinguished him- 
eelf on the king'.s liorse. He liad to drive his 
mount ver.v liard for a furlong, aud at the iinisli 
had to make a supreme effort to get tlie better of 
Sweeper II.. wldeh rau on willi groat eournge 
and deteriuinaliou. Tidal Wave had none tlie liest 
of luck, for at tlie distance be had to come round 
several Iiorses in order to get a clear run. .\llo- 
Sether, it was a very stirring si>eotaole.’’ 



KENTUCKY’S AUTUMN RACING CAMPAIGN. 



After an interregnum tiresome to loyal tiatrons 
of racing, the lime is approaching w'hen the sport 
will again Is? in active progress over the Kentuck.v 
tracks. Preparatory aud holding otit cheerful prom- 
ise of the best ordet; of racing are the stake races 
offered in behalf of Douglas I’ark, Cliiirchill Downs 
and Latonia, which will all close for entries at mid- 
night of Thursday, August 1. Some of these events 
are destined to excite profound public interest, espe- 
cially till' si’eoud running of the Kentucky Endur- 
ance Stakes at four miles. Last year the then 
three-year-old Messenger Bo.v won this race from 
Nadzii, Royal Ueiiort and Aylmer and in doing so 
<"Ovcfed four miles in 7:14Vf,, the fastest four miles 
of record in a race. It is said that Messenger Boy 
will lie es|>eciall.v prepared to essay the diflieult 
feat of winning it again, but he will bo surely fur- 
iiislied liigber class opposition tlian that which con- 
fronted him in Ittll. Ttie value of the race has 
iHs'ii Ki-eiilly iiiereased aud it is already reported 
that such bigli class horses ns Tlie Manager and 
U.ountless will be among its nominations aud con- 
tenders this year. Given a half-dozen starters of 
siieh reiuile the race will he sure to attract an at- 
tend.ime that will tax the aceoramodatioiis of 
Uhiiri'liill Downs. It will hi* run Monday. OetoluT ?. 
a date tliat is usually coincident with the most de- 
lightful weather of the .vear. Its weight scale has 
been altered in favor of the older horses. This year 
tliren-year olds will l>e required to carry 108 pounds 
to 122 on four-year-olds and over. Last year Mes- 
senger Bo.v carried 106 to 124 on N'adzii. Tlie change 
Is not a great one in pounds, but is really important 
In that every pound counts greatly in a contest over 
such a Jong distance of ground. Publication of the 
entries will b<“ awaited with unusual interest. 

Kentucky fall racing will begin at licxingtou Sat- 
tirda.v, August 31. and .continue there tbrougli thir- 
teen racing days. No stakes to close have as .vet 
been announced, nor lias any statement of the iti- 
tontions of tlie officials of tlie Kentucky Assoelii- 
tlou in that regard U-eu made. But Ix>^xiugtou rac 
lug is always good and a satisfactory program Is to 
be depended upon. 

The Lexington meeting will be followed by one of 
eighteen days at Douglas Park, Louisville. No 
r.'icing over this track has taken place since 1908, 
|nd Its revival there may prove an agreeable change. 



Six slake races of good values have been provided 
with nothing Sensational attempted. The Douglas 
Park Inaugural Handicap at a mile and a sixteenth 
willi $2,tKK> added is the leader in point of value. 
.\11 of the others have ?1..5(Kt addi-d and will be well 
worth winning in the minds of all owners. The 
New louisrille .lix-ke.v Club’s meeting covers nine 
days of racing, making twenty seven days in all for 
Louisville. Besides tlie Kentucky Endurance 
Stakes, three otlier eleseil events, each with 5>l,o00 
added, will Im' raced for in the course of the meet- 
Ing; 

The Kentuck.v racing season of 1912 will come 
to an end willi meeting of iiiiiel(>en days at La- 
tonia begiimitig October l!t. ami terminating No- 
vember !». Six good stake races have been an- 
nonnivd, of wliicli tlie prineiiial is the Latonia Cuii, 
a liandicap at the old- fashioned cup distance of two 
miles and a quarter with $2,.5O0 addeil. Here is a 
race that sliould vie with tlie Kentucky Endurance 
Stakes in imblie interest and it proiiabl.v will he con- 
tested by tlie best the west can [irodiuv in the line 
of stayers. It will Ih‘ tlie feature of tiie last day 
of llie meeting ami aiqiropriatel.v bring lo an end tin* 
most |in>siH‘ri>us year failing to tlie lot of the La- 
tonia .loekey Clnb in many years of tips and downs.
